Resided in Missouri More Than 
S ixty Y ears.

D e m o c r a t , 
died at the home of 


his son-m-law, E x -M a y o r John D. 
C raw fo rd , Sixteenth and K en tu ck y 
streets, at 12 o ’clock m. Sunday, in 


the 7 7 th year of his age, after h a v ­ 


ing suffered six months from ca n ­ 
cer. 
D uring the past few days he 


was 
unconscious except at inter- 
Vlfs. 


In the death of Mr. Parberry an ­ 
other pioneer has been called to 
the unknown beyond, 
and it can 
truthfully be said of him that no 
better citizen ever resided in Pettis 
county. 
A member of the M e th ­ 
odist church for a long period of 
years and a M ason who was held in 


the very highest esteem, he was, in 
fact, 
one of that class who have 
d on e much for the upbuilding of 
the state; and his death will be sin­ 
cerely mourned by all 
who knew 
him. 


M r. 
Parberry was 
a 
native of 
B ed fo rd county, V a., where he was 
bo rn N ovem ber 27, 1820. 
H e a c ­ 


quired a com m on school and busi­ 
ness education, and in 1835 cam e to 
Mi#souri with his parents and lo ­ 
cated on a farm in C ole county. 


In 1844 he was married in Pettis 
county, six miles north of the p re s ­ 
ent site of Sedalia, to M iss E liza ­ 
beth Jopling, daughter of the late 
Judge T h o m a s 
Jopling. 
B y 
this 
union several children were born,of 
whom the only two that attained 
their m ajority are now living, viz: 


M rs. John D. C raw ford, of Sedalia, 
and T h os. Parberry, 
who resides 
five miles south of Sedalia. 


In 1845 
Mr. and Mrs. Parberry 
settled on a farm of 1,000 acres, six 
miles southwest of 
tLis city, and 
resided 
there 
until 
1865. 
The 


land was ot. the main highway, and 
both federal and confederate troops 
were hospitably received and enter­ 
tained by Mr. Parberry, whose k in d ­ 
ly nature was evinced on eveiy p js 
sible occasion. 
In 1865 Mr. Parberry disposed of 
his farm and purchased a vineyard 
and orchard on Spring Fork, five 
miles south of Sedalia. 
H e lived 
there until 1880, when he and his 
^ s te c m c d wife cam e to Sedalia and 
m ade their home with Col. and Mrs. 
C ra w fo rd . 
Mrs. Parberry died five 
years ago, and since then Mr. P a r­ 
berry has traveled extensively, 
v is ­ 
iting in Colorado, 
M ontana and 
California. 
H e was a charter member of the 
G eorgetow n M asonic lodge and a 
director in the C itize n s’ bank since 
its 
organization. 
Politically, 
he 
was originally an old line whig, but 
since the war he has voted the d em ­ 
ocratic ticket. 
H e was a member 
of the M ethodist church until the 
war broke out, but has not had c o n ­ 
nection with it s’nce, although a 
professed Christian. 
Besides two children, 
Mr. P a r­ 
berry leaves three sisters and iwo 
brothers, viz: 
Mrs. Sarah Shaw,of 
the state ot O regon; 
Mrs. 
A. V. 
^ m a l l and Miss Sue Parberry, both 
of Sedalia; James Parberry, of C o l ­ 
orado, and Dr. Wra. Parberry, of 
M ontana. - 
A t the request of Mr. Parberry, a 
brief burial service was said at the 
house at i p. m. today by Dr. J. B. 
Fuller, who officiated at the buiial 


of Mrs. Parberry, and a like brief 
service was conducted by the same 
divine at New Bethel M. E. church, 
six miles south of the city, 
where 
the interment took place this after- 
noon.

PREVENT A COMBINE. 
T h ere is a danger lurking in the 
proposed electric franchise that the 
city council cannot afford to ignore. 
T h e danger is that of bringing 
about a com bination of the water 
com p an y, the gas com pany and the 
electric light and power com pany 


in 
one 
gigantic 
trust, 
pool 
or 
m onopoly. 


T h e D e m o c r a t fears that this is 
really the point aimed at and the 


end sought to be accom plished by 
the Andrews ordinance, and would 
therefore warn the council of the 
danger. 


It is said to be a fact that such a 
com bination has long been a pet 
schem e of Mr. Q uigley. 


T h e D em o c ra t understands that 
at least one of the electric light and 
p ow er companies has been sounded 
as to its willingness to go into the 
schem e, 
but refused to have a n y ­ 
thing to do with it. 
T h e n the matter was apparently 
dropped, but soon after cam e the 
A n drew s ordinance with 
the start­ 
ling promise to cut the very bottom 
out of prices; then, after the desired 
interest had been worked up, the 
question of prices was left out and 
a new ordinance presented under 
w hich the proposed com pan y coulc 
fix prices at will. 


N ow , 
what IS more 
likely than 
that the proposed ordinance is in 
tended to be used as a club to force 
the other companies into 
a c o m ­ 
bine? 


T h e threat to cut prices, p r o p ­ 
erly handled, would be a powcrfu 
fa cto r in bringing the other c o m p a ­ 


nies to terms; and if successfully 
earried out Sedalia would have a 
big trust, pool or m onopoly in a b ­ 


solute control of the water, 
light 
and street car facilities of the city. 
T h e evil effect of such trusts or 


com bines is so thoroughly un der­ 


stood that it is useless to discuss it 
at this time. 
T h e mere mention 


o f such a danger is sufficient to put 


the council on guard. 
O f course, the D e m o c r a t has no 
means of knowing that this is the 


purpose of Mr. Andrew s, as it is 
not in that gentlem an’s confidence. 
But it is sufficient to know that 


the scheme 
has 
been in process 


o f 
incubation; 
that 
it has been 
broached, and that the proposed 
ordinance would be a most c o n ­ 


venient help in bringing it about. 
T h e council can, however, avoid 
the danger by exercising due care 


in drawing up 
the 
proposed or­ 
dinance. 
First, 
incorporate 
a 
provision 
prohibiting the sale or transfer of 


the franchise without the consent 


of the council, and require a good 


and 
sufficient 
boi.d 
guaranteeing

These 
provisions 
should 
have 
been included in the franchises al­ 
ready granted; but that they have 
not been is no reason why they 
should not be used now for the pro 
tection of the public. 


If Mr. .Andrews rt u. y 
proposes 
to 
erect 
and 
operate an electric 
plant he will not object to these 
safc-guards. 
If he 
merely 
wants 
the franchise 
for speculative pur­ 
poses or to use as a club to force a 


com bine he should not have it at 
all. 


T h e same test that is applied to 
Mr. Andrews should be applied to 
Mr. Frank and every other party 


seeking franchises at the hands of 
the city. 


A t the suggestion of Representa­ 
tive Barnett, the proposed bill g iv ­ 
ing the m ayor and city council ab 


solute power to pave streets has 
been amended so as to enable the 
property owners to defeat paving 


by presenting a remonstrance signed 


by two-thirds of the property ow n­ 
ers. 
T h e amended bill is a big im ­ 
provement over the proposed m eas­ 
ure, but even that compromise will 
be unsatisfactory. 
T h e property 
owners are the proper parties to 
determine when they should pave a 


street. 
These 
improvements are 


greatly to be desired, but in these 
days when so many hard working 
citizens have only equities of re­ 


demption in their homes,their inter 
ests should be paramount to 
all 
other considerations.

He 
points out that this decline began 
five \mars ago, when the bicycle be­ 
gan to be used by women, and that 
it has continued ever since. 
Ilis 
theory is that the rapid respiration 
induced by riding strengthens the 
lungs and enables them to throw oil 
foreign substances. 
Unfortunately for Dr. Abbott’s 
tlicories, but no less fortunatelv for 
the people liable to lung troubles, 
the decline in mortality from pul­ 
monary consumption began fart lier 
back than five years ago. 
It dates 
back , in fact, to near the beginning 
of the last decade. 
For ten years 
up to 18S0 the number of deaths 
from consumption in Massachusetts 
had averaged 32.7 per 10,000 of 
population each year. 
In 1882 the 
rate had fallen to 31.7, and in 1885 
to 30.7.

These,

remarked, 
are 
the pillars on 
which the glorious fabric of our in ­ 
dependency and national character 
must be supported. 
It was, indeed, the great man b e­ 
hind the soldier, the man with the 
great patriotic heart, with the wise 
head and the lofty, unshaken soul 
that brought us through 
that long 
and tremendous struggle and gave 
us our glorious place among the 
nations.
